XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 
No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of April, May, and June, 1937. 


April, —The outstanding feature of the month’s weather was the occurrence of a 
great rainstorm which, about the middle of the month, caused particularly opportune rains 
in most of the western half of the State. 

Though the previous month’s rains had been above normal in much of the south, the 
latter portion of the month had been marked by dry conditions and, in the South-West, by 
unseasonably high temperatures, which continued in the earlier part of April and made 
seasonal conditions unfavourable over wide areas. 

This type of weather was associated with the presence over most of Western Australia 
of an anticyclone which for a considerable time remained almost stationary, effectively 
preventing depressions from entering the State, and causing warm dry north-easterly winds 
to flow over the south-western districts. Under these conditions Perth experienced the 
most marked series of high April temperatures recorded since 1930. 

Over the Coolgardie Goldfields, however, the winds were chiefly south-easterly and the 
temperatures somewhat below normal. 

By the middle of the month the anticyclone had at last moved off eastwards and both 
tropical and southern low pressure systems entered Western Australia. These depressions 
both assumed a closed-curve formation, and produced substantial to heavy rains. fairly 
generally in the western half of the State. The principal registrations were 683 points at 
Onslow, on the North-West coast and 602 points at Busselton in the lower South-West. 

In the more easterly portions of the Central South Division, however, the month’s 
rainfall was comparatively light. ; 

Despite the prevalence of unsettled conditions with some attendant thunderstorms later 
in the month, the rainfall totals in the Kimberley Division were considerably below normal, 
and some portions of this division experienced a rainless period. 

Considerable shortages were reported also from the South-Eastern and Euela Divisions 
situated to the eastward of the path of the rainstorm, 

Seasonal conditions were favourable in the principal agricultural and pastoral areas, 
and in the North-West quarter of the State, and the beneficial effects of the heavy rains 
of March were still in evidence in the south-cast of the State. 

The latter portion of the month was marked by chiefly fine weather, except as regards 
fairly frequent showers on the lower south-west coast. At the end of the period, however, 
indications suggested that unsettled conditions were again developing from the south-west.

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May.—Largely as a result of heavy and particularly opportune rains about the middle 
of the month, the rainfall totals in May were considerably above normal in the coastal and 
agricultural districts, and in the East Gascoyne Division, and smaller but appreciable 
surpluses were received in the West Gascoyne, and° Fortescue and Eucla Divisions. The 
heaviest totals recorded were 1,114 points at Rockingham, 1,098 points at Jarrahdale and 
Pemberton, and 1,061 points at Brunswick. Dry conditions, however, prevailed in the 
Kimberley Divisions, and slight to moderate defects were reported from the De Grey and 
the South-Eastern Divisions. 

In the earlier portion of the month the weather conditions were unsatisfactory, as over 
large areas there was a continuance of the high temperatures and light rainfall which 
characterised much of the previous month’s weather. During this period intervals of anti- 
eyelonie control over the south of the State alternated fairly frequently with times in which 
southern depressions were in evidence, but the lows moved eastwards rapidly, and this 
cireumstanee, combined with the absence of any marked inflow of moist tropical air, 
resulted in greatly reducing the rain-productivity of the earlier depressions. 

By the 14th of the month, however, some improvement in the weather types wals in 
evidence, a closed-curve depression having formed over the southern districts, while a 
closed-eurve low was operating near the North-West coast. (The rainfall resulting from 
this combination of depressions included some useful falls in the agricultural areas. Soon 
afterwards another combination of tropical and southern ‘ainstorm systems caused rains 
which extended from the north-west coast to the south coast and the southern goldfields. 
The falls in the more westerly districts were mostly heavy and were particularly opportune 
and useful in the eastern and northern agricultural districts, where good rains had been 
urgently needed. This rainstorm established very favourable seasonal prospects in the 
principal agricultural and pastoral districts of the State. 

Subsequent rains were limited to a series of chiefly light falls in the south-west and 
south coastal areas, the showers being derived from southern depressions, and the last days 
of the month were marked by anticyclonic control with fine weather generally, except on 
the south coast. Under these conditions day temperatures were mild, but the nights were 
cool, and a few frosts were experienced in the southern interior. 

In Perth the maximum temperatures in May averaged 68.4 deg. and the minimum 
temperatures, 54.9 deg., as compared with the normals of 68.9 deg. and 52.7 deg. respec- 
tively. The Perth rainfall of 734 points was 223 points in excess of the average.

June.—Rainfall for the month was below normal over the greater portion of the State. 
Fortunately the shortages in the south-west were mostly slight (except in the North Central 
Division, where they averaged 25%) and seasonal prospects in the principal agricultural 
and pastoral areas were on the whole satisfactory. 


In the South-West the regions which received more than normal rainfall comprised a 
moderately wide belt extending from Perth to the vicinity of Hopetoun and Esperance and 
another but narrower belt extending from Perth to the vieinity of Cape Leeuwin, A 
moderate area around Geraldton was similarly favoured. 

In other parts of the State, the outstanding features of the month’s rainfall distribu- 
tion were the considerable shortages in the De Grey, Fortescue and Gascoyne Divisions, 
and the smaller but appreciable deficits in most of the south-east.

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A feature of the barometric pressure distributions during the month was periods when 
anticyclonic formations attained more than their usual intensity over the State and moved 
eastwards only very slowly. Under these conditions the winds were mostly off-shore, and 
fine weather predominated with mild day temperatures and cold nights. Frosts were 
numerous and fairly severe in the sub-tropies, and fogs also were more than usually 
prevalent in the south-west. 


Low pressure systems were represented on the month’s isobaric charts chiefly by four 
extensive southern depressions which operated on the 8th of the month and in the periods 
from the 13th to the 15th, 20th to 22nd, and 27th to 28th June. These disturbances con- 
sisted of large southern depressions with which tropical depressions centred off the north- 
west coast co-operated usefully. In the south-west of the State two of these disturbances 
were attended by some severe squalls and by numerous thunderstorms. 


Perth weather was more than usually varied. The rainfall (897 points) exceeded the 
average by 154 points, but the days upon which rain fell (13) were four less than is usual 
in June. Maximum temperatures averaged 64.9 deg. (normal 64.1 deg.), minimum tempera- 
tures 48.1 deg. (normal 49.6 deg.) and mean temperature 56.5 deg. (normal 56.8 deg.). 
Individual readings ranged from 71.2 deg., on the 4th, to 36.0 deg. on the llth. On three 
occasions temperatures under 41 degrees were recorded,
